A SINGULAR DOMESTIC HISTORY.
——
A Wife Becomes & Daunghter.

Dr, 0. W, Wight, of Indiana, the author
and translator, who has lately Iﬂgnred in the
papers for getling a divorce from his wife on
acronnt of ill-health, and marrying another
woman, while his wife officlated a8 bridesmaid,
writes a lung defense of himself to the Chicago
T'ribune, and eives s chapter of domestic his-
tory more singnlar than ever before narrated
in fact or flotion. We give the essential parts
of the letter, without attempting to pass judg-
ment upon the case. Afterstating that he was
married in May, 1804, immediately after his
return from a gtay of some yearz in Harope,
the marringe beivg hastened by the death of
the bride’s mother, Ler only relative; that the
marrisge bad been put off from time to time
on scconnt of the lady's health, the disease
being represented to him as hysteria, Dr,
Wlpht proceeds:—

““Almost immediately after our marriage we
embarked for FEurope. The steamer duly
landed at Liverpool, and we went directly to
the famous ‘Lake Distriot of England.” Aboat
a month after our marringe she was one day,
at Keswick, stricken down at my feet in a fit
of epilepey. Attack followed attack, nntil she
had seventeen in the conrse of the night. |1
stood wlone by her bedside, amazed, be-
wildered, becrushed, turning grey ere the san
rose. ller fearful dizease (so fearful, as Dr.
Watson says, that ‘the beasts of the feld flee
in terror at the charaoteristio ory of one gelzed
with it') had been concealed from me. Yet
I am puBlicly accuged of having pul away one
who wag ‘in good health atthe time of har
marriage,’ simply becanse she had become an
jnvalid on my bhaunds. If her parents had
been liviog, 1 ghiould have taken her home to
them, and never should have seen her again io
this world. Dut she was an orphanand alone,
Bhe bad not been to blame, That terrible
night, on bended knees, before God Almighty,
1 adopted her ag my child. Never has a word
of reproach to her, on acconnt of the vonoesl-
ment, escaped my lips. From that hoor to
this | have been an affectionate parent to her
('father and mother in one’ a8 ahe has a thon-
sand{times, with gush'ng tears, expressed),
and during many of the intervening years |
bave been the wole nuree to her, patiently,
uneomplainly, tenderly performing for her
offices that no money oould procure. 1
wandered over Europe nesrly four years,
taking my patient and ward to many emi-
ment phynicﬂns, hopin‘; against hope that
perchance her digease might be cnred. It had
existed from infanoy, KEvery physician—aad
1a you, my brethren of the regular profession,
I apesl as witnesses of the truth of my asser-
tion In regard to the disease—knows how fa-
eursble a long-standing case of epilepay is,
how It unfita for the pursults and active duties
of life. Besides, as every eduocated physiolo-
gist understands, it is very likely to be trans-
mitted to offspring. With a knowledge of this
fact, none bnt & bruiwe and godless wretoh
weonld ineur the responeibility of being the
suthor of those who might inherit this fearful
malady.”

Fipally, returning from Europe, Dr. Wight
soughit to eslablish & bome and to sonceal the
real pature of his wife's diseass from his
friends, and for some years took the chief care
©f ber, more than twenty women having been
Arled a8 nurses or hounsekeepers, not one of
whom would do. At length a lady who had
known Dr, Wight from 155 youth, a lady in-
telligent, vducated, and refined, oame to gpend
the sommer with him. Khe won the confi-
dence and sympathy of his patientand reduoced
the chaos of hils house to order, and the Doctor
pought relief In lterature, This lasted for two
years, and then the story goes on:—

“An efMoient friend could noy always re-
main with us. My nominsl wife, my epl-
leptic ward, could not bear to part with *Aqnt
Kate,’ a8 sbe familiarly and affeotiouately
ealled bier. A recurrence Lo the old method of
housekeeping was an impossibility, Bourd.
fng was sttended with the same difioulties,
Two reons were necessary for the oare of
an eplleptioc who conld Hpver be left nafely
alone, except for some hours on particular
days. My friends coming to know the situs-
tion, advised an asylum. My heart revolted
against that, as it still revolts agaimat (i,

though | ve had, for a long tme, an
srrangement with a poble friend of mine, the
bonored head of a New Hogland asylam, to
take hor, in case of my death, or some lm-

rative necensity. A new was proposed
my patient herself, at first in
n earnest, nowionl fle between wuvs

tremely unbappy till she discovered my true
meaning. A simple attestation of this atti-
tude on her part satisfied the lotter of the law.
There was no witnest against her, except in
the technical sente of thie courta. The testi-
mony, as seen fromn the point of view of onr
real life, was for her, and as she wished it.
The truth, the whole trath, and nothing but
the truth, was told by the only oue that had
the seoret of onr hearts. That truth satisfied
the law’s letter, while ite just and pure spirit
was gatisfied by the purity of our aima.

“In order, however, to satinly some gernples
of conacience, we maflo o first attempl to pro-
oure a divorce on the naked merits of the case,
under that olanse in the Indiana law giving to
the jndge power to releage from the bonds of
nintrimony when, in his opinion, it ia best for
all parties converned. The cause of our failars
ie not a matter of public interest. We gne-
ceeded elsewhere, Two months after the di.
voree was prooured | married again, The di-
voroed wife stood by ourside with her attorne
during the ceremony, not to act as bril.lumnalds:
as the attack has it, but to sigoify her appro-

batlon o the stroogest manner, The
marringe was  ‘private,” in our own
rooms. As the clergyman prononnced the
last words of (ke service, ghe gald in
a clesr firm tone, ‘It 18 all jost as |
want it The marringe wus solemnized

in the presence of & dosen Christian men and
women, repregentatives of some of the best
families in the clty, who wonld not ganction a
‘queer," much less an iniguitous thivg, The
clergyman, pastor of one of the leading
churches in the place, who had performed the
ceremony, had lived in rooms adjoining our:
all winter, and knew ns well. He would not
bave married parties compelling (as it was
intimated) ‘this divorced wife to stand beside
ihe woman who was to usurp her place.’
‘The curse and blight of the Almighty’ is
onlled down ‘to avenge the wrongs of this
wretched woman,” The wretched woman has
not been 8o happy (till our peaceful domestic
circle was invaded by this attack) in a dozen
yvearg, a8 she hag been since that hour when
shie ‘stood there like a living corpse.’

‘At the cloee of the ceremony mysell and
wife adopted the former wife in the wmost
folemn, religions manner, promissing to keep
her with us, to care for, cherish, and support
Ler, ‘as long as she is spared to us, as we
hope for judgment at the mercy-seat,’ That
adoption 1s in the forin of & dovnment, gigned
by us, witnessed by thoge present at the cere-
mony, and left in the hands of a distinguished
clergymwan, open at all times to all right-
minded persons for inspection. Before our
warriage we signed legal bonds binding our-
gelves in heavy penalties 1o the pame effect;
there bonds are in the hands of our attornay,
where they will remain, and may be geen by
properly intentioned people. 1t has been pub-
licly reported that I have gguandered for her a
large fortune. It is false, She had an income
when ghe was married, thirteen years ago, of
§1660. Bhe now has enough, from propsrty
and bonds in ber own right and name, to se-
cnre her against all contingencies,

“*As to the foul allusions to the physical uses
of marriage, I pags them over in sorrow, not
in apger., We here ‘see through a glass
darkly., The medium through which one
beholds thivgs is colored by the hues of his
own soul. The life of the world, aa IL appenrs
to the vision of each of wus, necessarily talcos
this tint of the obgerver's spirit. 1 thank God
that I and mine can see all around na pare
Clristian men avd women, whose bodies are
fit templeg for the indwelling of the Holy
Uhost,

“WI'hue, with the Maker of heaven and earth
looking into my heart, have 1 wrilten the
gimple truth in regard to this matter. If the
world, with exact koowledgs of the facts,
blames me, I shall bear it meekly, hopefully.”
